C.P. Ognistey read a report on the Soesal helfare Dapartment. 

Before the repatriation the Social Welfare Department was under the direction 
of ¥.G. Rudakov and was casposed of the following committeerc: 

®Public food", medical, funeral, loans, housing and investigation conmittees. 
A Work Bureau functioned. It provided the unemployed with temporary or permanent Jobs. 
The public-dining room distributed about 30 free Lunches and suppere daily tc the needy 


citisens. 4 sued 

The loan committee gave money to ths needy citizens and,foans, with two man- 
bere required ag guarantors for the borrower. The investigation committee took charge of 
all the applications cuserning aid to de ziven the needy. 

The medical comuittes arranged to have the needy members receive medical troat- 
mont, ineculatione, etc., free of charge, The houring committes, not having « place of 
its om for the homeless, gave money to the needy citizens 90 tiat they could buy coal, otc. 


During the repatriacion the Sovieal deliare Derartrent clothed 769 repatriates, 
1488 pieces of light and heavy luggage were loaded on the ships free of charge. Because 
nearly all those Soviet citizens who had depended ou the Public Food Committee kad been 
repatriated, the Comittee ceased to funetion ani the Jewish "Shelter Hause", as of 
kugust 1947, agreed to distribute lunches to those needy Soviet citizens in Sheaghal.

Jno Adalaistret ine ect lan was under the supervision of tne cecretariat of the 
Apeceiation. It consleted of workers vho helpod at the Consulate by putting into officie) 
form a1) kinds of applications. visas, etc. . was their duty to contact the repatriates 
Wherever thay were urgently needed at the Consulate. They introduced the system of the 
repatslation nuabers, the techniques for registering the lugpare and fixed the dates for 
the loading of the luggage, the embarkation, etc. 

It fesued especial instructions, newapaper announcements, gave the repatriates 
infomation on problems regarding the loading of the lupgare, the embarkation and other 


The Leeah Add ~ootton was organised by the Soviet Lawyers Union. 23 comrades 
were shosan to on duty daily at the “Lud. a section functioned for four and a half 
-khe 
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It gave advice om housing disputes, division of property, family disagreencnt,, 
etc. It filed petitions in courts, police headquarters, etc. 

It put into official form the request for payment of salaries of 156 Soviet 
citieens who were formerly employed by the Shanghai Mimicipal Governsent.. 

. Odrectly after the news of the repatriation wae annowced, 
prices in stores went up considerably. 4g a result, the Supply Office wae organized. 
It purchased goods wholesale and sold than to the repatristes at prices mach below those 
in town. The halped te bring dow the prices in the city sto-es. 

Goods for CHOY'702 000,000 were bought fron the supply office by the repatriates. 

Sandee lial fare Section. This section took care of the needy repatriates, colle t- 
jag clothing thea and distributing it to them. All told, it clothed 769 repatriates 
partly or fully (991 adalte and 176 children). ‘he sus of money spent on this clothing 
amowted to CRC§756 000,000. It supplied the repatriates with coats, suits, warn under- 
weer, shoes, sheete. and other indispensable articles. 

L 3 « This section spent CNCB39,000,000 on medicine 
for the inoculatiaw and 9,000,000 on the polyclinic. 

The Medical snd Sanitary Section disinfected the lugrare of the repatriates, 
and, during the eaberkatian, rendered first aid to those whe becens 111. . 

During the embarkation nurees and doctors fran this section were on duty 
regularly. The section saw to it that the sick would get the best berths on the ship. 

: - This section organised lectures and talke on the motherland 
and the c % he Soviet Union. Per every cubarkation the plecerds were pre- 
pared by the culture section. 

_poaariakion Section: From 15 t. 1@ trucks were assigned for the needs of 
the r tes. The portation Section transported 19,500 pieces of luggage. Ya. 
1.. BL commented on the work done by tir, and Mrs. Homan (owners of the transportat- 
ion company, "Comaercial Arpress"). The luggare of the firet group of repatriates was 
picked up and loaded by the Romans, who also took charge of «11 the customs requireriente 
for the four other g: 
ts The Soviet iomen's Association organized a brigade composed 
of 18 worm who charge of feeding the workere during the Loading of the luggage. 
Thie trigade greatly helped the workers and reduced considerably the expenses of the 
Aseociation. 

4,930 Soviet oitisens repatriated to the Soviet Union - 4,165 adults and 765 
children. Only 3432 adults were members of the “ssociation, ahich means that. 20% of the 
repatriates were not members of the Association. But in helping the repatriates the 
Association ade no distinction between manbers and the non~members, all receiving the 
seme help.

The Hxecutive Coamittce is of the opinion that the repatriation work wag done 
very well despite the nuserous difficultice encountered. 
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The general meeting of the dalegates of the Soviet. Citizens Association was 
held yesterday at the Soviet Sports’ Club, About 300 dalegates were present. The 
following ware cleoted to the presidium Ff. 1, Chernonebov, the new Soviet Consul General, 
GV. Kryukey, attache of the Soviet smbassy in China. Ur. wit, representacive of the 
Chinese Winiatry of Porelgn Affairs and kr. Cini, representutive of the Soci), Welfare De- 
partsent. 

Ta.J. Birorayer opened the meeting and proposed that three chairmen and two 
secretaries ve elected.

The repatriation greatly upset the norms] routine or the Association. A repatri-~ 
ation department wap organized and was headed by B.S. Zefirov. After his denarture, he 
wae replaced by Ya 1. Birbrayer, with G.:. Opmistov as iis assistant. 

After the repatriation, the Association conducted the re-registration of al. its 
old manbers and the registration of new ones. 

During thie period & sections, 3 clubs, 2 organizations (the Pelyciinic «and 
the pharmacy), 11 Undone and ] school continued their activities. 

The Asscctation helped the needy siembhers, the school and other citizens of the 
Soviet colony. 

ag ofl July 1947 the Soviet achool, ms phiced onder the supsrvision vf ihe 
Association and everything was done to render assistance to the achool, the ecucator cf 
our younger generauion. 

Further, Ya.i. Birbreyer read a report on the financial situation of. the 
Association for the past yaar. . 

By 31 December 1947, 25% of all the debts the Association had had on 
1 May ISA7 hed besn paid. C$/80,000,000 was reid for the Stedius. 

The Executive Committee wishes to thank all those who helped carry on the 
work of tho Associntion, esrecialiy the repetriation work. It 48 a reliei to ses thet the 
Associaticn is resuming its regular ectivities and that the Association will contimea to 
work for the benefit of the antire Yoviat colony," 

The report. read by 2.5, Humyentsev was as follows: 

"fhe repatriation of nearly 70% ef the members of the Bxecubive Cowdttes 
greatly upset the routine of the various organizations, Extra work was piled up on 
thoaa who remained behind, for it was vary difficult to find replacements immediately 
for those whe had left.

The Sovict tiqnen's Association lost nearly 21] its menters but new members 
have registered and activities ure being carried on at ful) apeed. This Assoefation 
helped greatly during the days of the repatriation. 

The Soviet Medical iiorker'a Union aleo lost a great number of its members but 
it did rot stop fustioning. The Union aleo did fine work during the repatriation. 

The Soviet ingineers and Technicians Union is one of the most Laportant orgari- 
gations of our Association. It preperos groeps of rorkers for verioug flelds ef work. 

The menbers of the Soviet Book~keepers and Accountarts Union also take an active 
part in the work of the Association. 

- The Sovlet Stagesvorkers Union was reorganized during the repatriation. it is 
taking an active part in the work of the Aasceistion and helps to work out the prograus 
for all the parties and special meetings. It recently staged "The Young Sister". the 
Soviet Journalists and Literary lorkers Union has lost practically all ite members, but 
it has been reorganized and promises to start publishing again the magazine "Today" (Segoinya } 

The Soviet Lawyers Union and the Soviet Seamen's Union continues to function. 

The only Unions that ceased functioning are the Union of Teachers and the Hote:- 
Restaurant Worker's Union. 

The clubs play the most. important role in the life of the Soviet colony. 

The Soviet Sports' Club played an important role in educating the youth of Shan:- 
hai. The youth showed their real spirit during the repatriation. 

Though ell the active members of the Soviet “lub on viayside have left ard al). 
the activities haYtbeen discontinued for the past four months, the Club has now resumed 
ite duties. 

Great significarce should be attached to the"delegates union*. It should be 
strengthened and developed, as it aids in the unity of our colony and helps to attract 
more menbers into the Association. 

The report read by V.G. Rudakov, director of the "finance-plann ing” department . 
was as follows: 

“The debte of the Association are not very large. if we examine the books 
of taw Asacciation from] May up Sthe 31 Pecember 1947, it appears that the Association 
has paid off almost all its debte. 

The Soviet colony helped a great deal. Jt responded to the summons of the 
executive coanittesand collected noney for the needs of the cllony. The fund which hes 
been gathered for these purposes amounts to two and a half billion doliars. This fund 
anabled the Association to pay off the debts incurred in building the Soviet Sports' Club 
in 1946 and the beginning of 1947. 

The general budget of the Association consists of two parts: the “ordiaary 
budget", whieh is concerned with current expenses and the"special budget", which 4¢ con~ 
cemed with special exnenses of the Association such as expenses incurred in connection 
with the repatriation, construction work, repair work, etc. The membership fees and the 

ta undertaking from the various sections and organizations of the Association (rol y-- 
clinic and the pharmacy) are amounted for in customary budget. The total expenses for 
the past year amounted to CNC$8,632,000 ,000. with the cur. ent cxpenser accounting ~o 
CNCB5 , 552,000,000. . 

fhe greater part of the “current expenses” was spent on the clubs. This is 
natural, as much as most of the activities are conducted at the club. Hecause of the 
repatriation, the club had e CNCE500,000,000 deficit. 

14.8 of the money was spent on the school. The "finance-planning" comui-- 
selon once proposed to make the school self-supporting, but it was decided to discuss 
and solve this problem during the present meeting. 

The school can become self-supporting in two ways: 

1) Cherge tuition fees; 

2) Have the "economy" (finance’) committee of the school raise money by means 

of special projects. 
The various departients of the Association elso spend a great deal of money, 
large eums being spent by the social welfare departnent. 

A number of measures were taken to reduce the expenses of the Agsociation. The 
Executive Committee decreased the number of paid employees by 66%. ALL the members of 
the executive comoittrefused to accent any renumeretion for their services. The membe:- 


ship fees altogether equal CNCsl ,445 ;000 ,G00. 
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In conclusion, Rudakov mace a general review of the financial situation. 
The report read by G.i. Agnistov, director of the health department was as follows: 

"The fe 49 wnder the control of the health departmmt. <A pharmacy, 
two dental offices and a physiotherapy laboratory, couprise the polyclinic. The 
pharmacy is filled with nedicine. 

During the repatrfation period, the polyclinic fave 15, 000 inoculationa and 
Aisinfected the luggage of the repatriates.

20,328 patients, net including the repatriates, visited the polyclinfe during 
the mat year.

half of it was made by the pharnacy. 

The social welfare department did the nest importent work during the repatriation 
perlod. It helped about 1,000 nerdy repatriates by giving them clothing and indisp«n- 
sable articles. This depmrtient gives food to the needy, lends soney to thoso in need, 
end helps the sick by froviding them with free hospitalization.
